Young Demos FATA Resumes Drive 
For Monument Funds 


Plan ‘Revival’ 


The SAC Young Democrats, 
inactive through most of last 
year, have a revival in store for 
this semester, according to Jim 
Sanford, acting president of 
the organization. 

At their initial meeting last 
Tuesday, the YD’s outlined an 
extensive program to be carried 
out this fall. The program will 


include prominent speakers, 
faculty-student forums and dis- 
cusions with representatives 


from the school’s ethnic studies 
department. 


Among the service projects 
planned is the continuance of 
the YD’s Monday morning bull- 
etin listing television programs 
and events of interest to the 
student body. Sanford said the 
program, initiated last April 
when the club was resurrected, 
has been a popular feature with 
students and a successful en- 
deavor for the YD’s. 
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Plans for a Freedom Monu- 
ment to be constructed at San- 
ta Ana College are progressing 
“full speed ahead”, according 
to spokesmen for the SAC chap- 
ter of Future Auto Technicians 
of America. 


The monument, a duplicate 
of the Freedom Foundation’s 
monument at Valley Forge, is 
sponsored by FATA and is the 
brainchild of former SAC in- 
structor and counselor Ernest 
Crain. - 

FATA President Bruce Jaco 
said the organization has raised 
$2500 toward the projected 
$7500 cost of the structure, 
and hopes to more than surpass 
the proposed figure within the 
next two years. 

Although the club has been 
inactive during the summer va- 
cation, several projects are 
planned for the coming semes- 
ter, Jaco said. FATA members 
are currenhtly working on a 
scrapbook to send to Valley 
Forge for judging in the Free- 
dom Foundation’s annual jun- 
ior college competition. 

The scrapbook has been one 
of the club’s most successful 
projects, and they have won top 
honors the past three years, 


Jaco said. The competition is 
limited to students working for 
a terminal A.A. degree. 


FATA plans to resume ac- 
cepting donations as soon as 
possible for the monument, 
which is to be built behind 
Neally Library. The drive be- 
gan officially in February after 
the plans were approved by AS- 
SAC, faculty association, school 
board, city council and the 
county board of supervisors. 

The original plans called for 
the monument to be built in the 
center of the campus, but the 
site had to be changed because 
of SAC’s future revision plans. 

The Freedom Monument will 
stand 16 feet high, eight feet 
long and three feet wide. It will 
be made of concrete and stone 
with marble plating placed over 
it. 

The Bill of Rights and the 
American Credo will be cut into 
the marble mounment and a 
bronze eagle with a three foot 
wing span will be on top. 

The memorial to America’s 
heritage and freedom wil be 
complete with fencing, seats, 
flood lights and a water foun- 
tain. It is promised to be “an 
inspiration to all who view it.”

IRVINE : Island Of Incongruity

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THE Irvine Campus of the 
University of California, situa- 
ted in the midst of one of the 
state’s conservative citadels, has 
hired a former leader of the Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) as an assistant dean in 
charge of counseling. 

Although Irvine sources deny 
the appointment was calculated 
to placate the small but noisey 
left wing of UCI’s student and 
faculty population, all evidence 
seems to be to the contrary. 

The appointment was made 
during the quite of the summer, 
apparently to ease the blow 
which would rsult had it come 
come with the beginning of the 
fall semester. Ah, but much to 
Chancellor Daniel Aldrich’s sur- 
prise and chagrin, not everyone 
in the country was asleep. Nu- 
merous civic, patriotic and polit- 
ical organisations soon joined 
in a cry to have Mike Kyisman 
ovsted from the UCI staff, and 
Chencellor Aldrich found his 
bee in a most familiar posit- 
ion—against the wall. 

The fvror was started by the 
Orange County Young Repub- 
licans. with the introduction of a 
resolution calling for Krisman’s 
inn ediate dismissal. The res- 
SAC student senator Colonel 
Doner in behalf of the SAC 
allegiances and his fondness for 
Fidel Castro’s Cuban paradise, 
where the appointee has been an 
unauthorized but welcome tour- 
ist. 

Lest the disapproval be ter- 
med partisan, the YR’s were 
auickly joined by such organ- 
izzations as the Kiwanis, Amer- 
ican Legion and Chambers of 
Commerce, with many others 
folowing suit. 

Eager to discredit any a- 
te: -pts by conservatives to grasp 
en issue, and frustrated in its 
etter:pts to impose its publish- 
ing dominance upon Orange 
County readers— let alone ad- 
vertisers—Odis Chandler’s Los 
Angeles Times dispatched a re- 
porter or two to slant a few lines 
toward the left. The Times used 
a full page of newsprint to tell 
khat a nice guy the new admin- 
istrator is, acclaiming him as a 
“moderate” racial while sprink- 


ling the article with enough mis- 
quotes of Doner to lend an ob- 
jective appearance for the naive 
reader’s benefit. 

The Times even devoted the 
better part of one its editorials 
to telling Orange County citizens 
to roind their own business. Rich- 
ard Buffum (who ever heard of 
him?) contributed an amusing 
allegorical fable, but this prob- 
ably escaped all but the most 
observant reader. To top the 
whitewash crusade off, Times 
political ace Howard Seevle last 
Sunday outlined the futility of 
the dump-Krisman movement, 
collectively branding the afore- 
r entioned organizations as 
“rirht-wing”. 

Fortunately for the Orange 
County reader, a more objective 
viewpoint has been offered by 
the Santa Ana Register. While 
thhe Times chooses to ignore the 
real significance of the protests, 
the Register has printed a fair 
amount of the various news- 
wortyhy articles as they have 
brelcen. In a slightly more vit- 
volie vein. Register columnist 
Donald Brown lambasted the 
Ti: es. the chancellor, his young 
protege Krisman and other co- 
horts.

The YD’s were inactive un- 
til April, but mounted a reor- 
ganization drive near the end 
of the semester and sponsored 
a weekly program outlining in- 
teresting television shows and 
other events. YD John Gruhler 
was elected student body vice- 
president, but club president 
Tom Goodwin was turned back 
by White in his bid for the 
high student government post. 


With each club expecting its 
larzest membership and most 
stimulating slate of speakers in 
recent years, the rivalry shapes 
up as a spirited one. Members 
of both groups have expressed 
an interest in interclub debates 
and speaker forums which 
should benefit all concerned 
and strike a blow against stu- 
dent apathy. 


Rivalry between the two clubs 
had been dwindling in the recent 
months, but current political iss- 
ues and new leardership of the 
political youth groups promise 
a more coductive climate for de- 
bate. 


The YR’s hhavve gleaned con- 
siderable attention this summer 
with their drive to oust Krisman, 
and the YD’s are planning in- 
creased cooperation with their 
counterparts at UCI, where 
Goodwin is now active. 


Some members have also voic- 
ed an interest in increased social 
intercourse and informan forums 
where club members can discuss 
opinions in a more friendly at- 
moshere.
